This three-day event 
begins with a presentation and a viewing of the committee-created video on recycling 





plants and culminates in an awards ceremony. President Bush, or his designee, will 
present the awards at this White House luncheon.

School Composting Manual Nearing Completion 


School Composting...The Next Step In Recycling, is a manual for 
Connecticut schools being produced by the Town of Mansfield 
through a grant from the CT DEP. The primary goal of the manual 
is to provide a model for initiating and implementing a school-wide 
food scrap composting program. In it, you will find strategies for 
developing a plan, routine steps of the composting operation, bin 
design, promotional activities, lessons and resources for curriculum connections, and 
much more. The manual is about 100 pages and is written for use in grades K-12. 
Throughout the manual there is practical information about what worked well at the 
Mansfield Middle School as the staff and students developed a composting program. 
Teachers will find the appendices useful regardless of whether a school composting 
program is initiated. 





In keeping with source reduction, the manual will only be published in electronic 

formats. It will be posted as a pdf document in June on the DEP website at 
http://www.dep.state.ct.us/wst/recycle/ctrecycles.htm under the Schools/Universities category, and 
the Composting and Organics Recycling category.
